NEWPORT NEWS, Va. (AP)

on hand, too, with a throng of 
other family m em bers and thou, 
sands of spectators for the cere- 
monial naming of the 1,000-foot 
vessel and the breaking of the 
custom ary bottle of champagne 
on the bow. 
But 9-year.old Caroline and 
Lyndon B. Johnson shared the 
honors. 
Johnson's rem arks w ere p re­ 
pared to precede the a c t u a l 
christening. 
Because John F. Kennedy un­ 
derstood that strength is essen­ 
tial to sustain freedom and re c ­ 
ognized that we cannot afford to 
mark tim e or stand in place, 
the P resident said, he asked 
Congress in 1963 for the funds 
for this $188.55 million c a rrie r. 
“ In the year 2000—and be­ 
yond," Johnson said, “ this ma- 
jectic ship we christen today 
may still be 
sailing 
on 
the 
oceans of the world. We pray 
that her years will be years of 
peace. But if she 
must fight, 
both the flag she flies and the 
name she bears will ca rry a 
profound m essage to friend and 
foe alik e." 
No president, Johnson said, 
understood his nation’s historic 
role and purpose better than 
John F. Kennedy, and no man 
knew the burdens of that role 
more deeply. 
“ And no m an," he said, ever 
gave m ore.

A Travelers Insurance Companies spokesman 
said in an annual report on highway statistics, 
that each individual will have to make up his 
own mind about his personal drinking habits 
and driving a car. 
“ Obviously,” the spokes­ 
man added, “the driver enormously increases 
his chances of being in an accident - involving 
not only himself but others - when he drives 
after drinking. 
And the research on this sub­ 
ject shows clearly that he increases his risk 
with each additional drink.” 
Last year more than 52,500 persons were killed 
in highway accidents, an 8 percent increase over 
1965. Additionally, 4,400,000 persons were in­ 
jured. Beyond the human suffering, the economic 
loss as a result of the traffic accident problem 
amounted to $9.8 billion. 
The Travelers report also showed that in 1966

became 
casualties - 40 percent of the total deaths oc­ 
curred on weekends - four out of five personal 
injury accidents occurred in clear weather on

of articles on American foreign

Sets World Record — Strikes 
For $92 - a -Week per Man Pay 
Hike 
Washington, D.C.: — 
There’s 
something about a bulldozer—or, 
rather, the chap who operates one 
—which sets him apart from the 
common man. And it lsgivinethp 
government another set of jitters 
at a moment of a surplus supply 
of the shakes. 
That 
something is 
the bull­ 
dozers’ union, the Operating En­ 
gineers, which struck about 
a 
billion dollars worth of 
heavy 
construction in Ohio as far back 
as May 3 — in a bid for pay 
hikes which would bring them a 
$500 week, inclusive of normal 
overtime pay. 
Since the Ohio Local (18) 
is 
statewide and has some 
12,000 
m embers, the pencil brigade over 
at the Labor Dept, reckons 
a 
union victory would cost 
over 
$50 million in two years. 


And since most of them work on 
highways, water operation, city 
streets, 
airports, 
pipelines, 
flood control projects, 
dams, 
etc., the budget - burdened White 
House figures the public even­ 
tually will have to pay. 
Not just the Ohio public — but 
all the people in the U.S.A, The 
Ohio construction work, struck 
on May 3, is second only to that 
in California. And it is watched 
closely by all the locals of the 
International Union of Operat­ 
ing Engineers (AFL-CIO). What­ 
ever Local 18 racks up, 
the 
others are sure to follow. 


Not the least of those concerned 
is the contracting and construc­ 
tion brass in the Pentagon. Among 
the work shu; down in Ohio 
are 
U.S. Corps of Engineers opera­ 
tions typical of what is needed in 
scores of other states. Thus any 
blue - ribbon package gained by 
the Ohio Local soon will become 
standard elsewhere. 
There’s been a deadlock between 
the local and the contractors as­ 
sociation which handles some 92 
per cent of all heavy construc­ 
tion work in the state.

An Editors Outlook

The union’s “ request" was for 
a pay raise of $92 a week per 
man 
for straight time — and 
$121.70 a week with routine over­ 
tim e. This did not include penalty 
tim e, or hazard time or special 
holiday overtime 
which some­ 
tim es develops when a contrac­ 
tor drives to meet his deadline 
after acts - of - God delays or, 
as in this case, the acts of some 
mighty men. 
These appear to be the highest 
demands in recent traceable in­ 
dustrial history. Armstrong says 
it’s the “ worst and most infla­ 
tionary wage demand I've heard 
of throughout the entire country.” 
Union spokesmen here say it is 
reasonable since their men don’t 
work the year round — and the 
cost of living is high anyway. 
Over at the White House execu­ 
tive office, a colleague of Gard­ 
ner Ackley, chief of the P resi­ 
dent’s Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, 
sirnply moaned some­ 
thing which sounded like; What 
ever happened to those 3.2 and 
5 per cent guide lines we’re sup­ 
posed to hold? 
Without a mini - computer one 
really can’t tell. After conver­ 
sations with the human adding 
machines in various agencies, it 
appears that the Ohio Local 18 is 
asking for an average of 
from 
46 to 55 per cent increase over 
the current base pay. 
The local is led by the ailing 
Frank Converse who has 
been 
hospitalized. 
He’s 
held sway 
since smoke signal days — or 
about 50 years. So he’s a man with 
a fixed position as are those who 
are now in more active leader­ 
ship. 
So the strike rolled over more 
than $738 million in heavy high­ 
way construction projects across 
the state, and $350 million 
in 
other public works. 
In all, the 
estim ate is that 132,000 men are 
idle officially (many are working 
elsewhere according to reports). 
And so the public has reason to 
ponder issues more critical even 
than a demand for a $92 a week 
increase per man.

clear - cut 
m ilitary victory. 
Still, at Panmunjom we gained 
a defensible truce line on the 
38th parallel because the te r­ 
rain was open and the line was 
flanked by seas which we con­ 
trolled. 
South Vietnam, on the other 
hand, is 
bordered 
along its 
whole length by a jungle sanc­ 
tuary. We repeatedly beat bat­ 
talions that 
fled a few kilo­ 
m eters into “ neutral" Cam­ 
bodia and sat down to regroup 
and rearm . Without the 
doc­ 
trine of hot pursuit not even 
the most superior 
forces can 
win a lasting victory. 
So we thrust and 
retreated. 
We tried truces. We prostrated 
ourselves to get somebody — 
anybody — to the 
conference 
tabic. And as the doves and the 
dupes and the hard - core Reds 
made noises that gave the im ­ 
pression A m erica’s determ in­ 
ation was about to 
collapse, 
it was not surprising that Mos­ 
cow, Peking and Hanoi 
would 
conclude that with a little more 
pressure we will pull out. So 
the 
ante 
keeps going up and 
brave men die. 
Of course, the situation is dan­ 
gerous. But in fairness to Br’er 
Lyndon le t's 
Imagine 
what 
would have happened if he hadn’t 
tackled the tarbaby. Remem­ 
ber, the 
cynical

of murder and te rro r was work­ 
ing. 
It 
would have 
worked 
against 
Laos and Cambodia, 
too. 
It is already being tried

And would

have dared kick out the Reds 
if the rest of 
Southeast Asia 
had already fallen? 
And what about Africa — most 
of it a cinch 
for conquest by 
selective assassination? 
LYNDON JOHNSON’S decision 
was a correct one. Its appli­ 
cation was faulty. Maybe 
he 
listened too little to

But re ­ 
cently he has 
shown a

to take risks for victory. They 
would have been little risks a 
year ago. Now they are big ones. 
We could blunder into an auto­ 
matic war tomorrow.

Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia and King Hussein of Jor­ 
don, to refuse him support. 
If he comes out on top of

used caution,

were not prepared for war. This 
time 
Nasser has been the op­ 
posite. He could have satisfied 
the Arab world 
merely by ex- 
peliing Aquaba. Instead Nasser 
took on the 
western world by 
closing the Tiran Straits.

If Nasser wins a military show­ 
down with Israel the losses to 
the United States will be de­ 
vastating. Every other 
Arab 
leader, no matter how friendly 
to the United States, would 
be 
under his thumb. Libya, which 
distrusts and dislikes Nasser, 
would be called upon to cancel 
the giant American Wheelus Air 
Force Base in Tripoli. 
There would be pressure to 
cancel the American Cummunica- 
tions Center in Eritrea, a station 
vital to tracking our satellites. 
American oil investments in 
the Near East could come un­ 
der the control of an Arab oil 
combine which could set both 
prices and royalties. 
Should p a sse r emerge as the 
hero who defeats Israel there 
would be immediate revolutions 
against the moderate monarchies 
of the Near East - Morocco, 
Jordan and Libya - which have 
given their countries progres­ 
sive, stable governments.

Washington, D.C.: —

The union’s “ request” was for 
a pay raise of $92 a week per 
man 
for straight time — and 
$121.70 a week with routine over­ 
time. This did not include penalty 
time, or hazard time or special 
holiday overtime 
which some­ 
times develops when a contrac­ 
tor drives to meet his deadline 
The official Egyptian 
news­

Israel and its Arab neighbors, 
it would get no help whatsoever 
from the French, who long have 
been smarting over the manner 
in which President Eisenhower 
intervened in 1956 to prevent 
the French - British • Israeli 
crackdown on Nasser for seiz­ 
ing the Suez Canal. At that time 
Israeli troops were along 
the 
canal, while French and British 
troops were at its Mediterranean 
end when Elsenhower telephoned 
Premier 
Guy Mollet in Paris 
and Prime Minister Anthony Eden 
In London demanding that they 
get out of Egypt.

To M.D. Degree 


BOSTON (AP) — 
Stuart E. 
Siegel remembers a “few times 
when I fell asleep ai.m y.deek.“ 
But now only six years alter 
graduation from high school, he 
will have an M.D. degree, 
Siegel and 23 classmates have 
cut two years off the time nor­ 
mally required to become physi­ 
cians. 
They are the first graduates 
of Boston University's pioneer­ 
ing program 
to 
reduce 
the 
length, and cost, 
of 
medical 
education. 
“We didn't want to develop 
something for geniuses — any­ 
body can do that — but a pro­ 
gram for the well 
motivated 
high school student, In about the 
top third of his class, who want­ 
ed to get on with the show,” 
says Medical School Dean Dr. 
Franklin G. Ebaugh Jr. 
“I think we've shown that, for 
reasonably well motivated stu­ 
dents, we can do the Job in six 
years and not sacrifice quality,” 
he says, “although we 
can't 
pass final judgment until we see 
what type of physicians 
they 
become.” 
By taking accelerated courses 
at the university's liberal arts 
college in their first two years 
and by attending summer class­ 
es, the students did four years 
of college work in the equivalent 
of three scholastic years. At the 
start of the program's 
third 
year, they entered the medical 
school to follow its regular four- 
year curriculum. 
Each student saved an esti­ 
mated $2,000 or more, but more 
important, Ebaugh says, 
they 
gained two years to “get started 
on a career and positions of 
creativity and responsibility." 
Members of this and subse­ 
quent six-year groups have done 
as well, on the average, as stu- 
J3nts who entered the medical 
school 
after 
college,

To M.D. Degree 


BOSTON (A P) - 
Stuart E. 
Siegel remembers a “ few times 
when I fell asleep at my desk." 
But now only six years drier 
graduation from high school, he 
w ill have an M.D. degree. 
Siegel and 23 classmates have 
cut two years off the time nor­ 
m ally required to become physi­ 
cians. 
They are the first graduates 
of Boston University's pioneer­ 
ing 
program 
to 
reduce 
the 
length, and cost, 
of 
medical 
education. 
“ We didn’t want to develop 
something for geniuses — any­ 
body can do that — but a pro­ 
gram for the well 
motivated 
high school student, In about the 
top third of his class, who want­ 
ed to get on with the show," 
says Medical School Dean Dr. 
Franklin G. Ebaugh Jr . 
“ I think we’ve shown that, for 
reasonably well motivated stu­ 
dents, we car. do the job in six 
years and not sacrifice quality," 
he says, 
“ although 
we 
can’t 
pass final judgment until we see 
what type of physicians 
they 
become." 
By taking accelerated courses 
at the university’s liberal arts 
college in their first two years 
and by attending summer class­ 
es, the students did four years 
of college work in the equivalent 
of three scholastic years. At the 
start of the program’s 
third 
year, they entered the medical 
school to follow its regular four- 
year curriculum . 
Each student saved an estl. 
mated $2,000 or more, but more 
important, 
Ebaugh says, 
they 
gained two years to “ get started 
on a career and positions of 
creativity and responsibility.” 
Members of this and subse­ 
quent six-year groups have done 
as well, on the average, as stu- 
J3nts who entered the medical 
school 
after 
college, 
Ebaugh 
says. 
Siegel, 23, of North Plainfield, 
N .J., is president of the entire
